Buried Loot local dentists 
Tale Becomes parents attend 

Local Legend

Despite its peaceful atmos-; 
phore and absence of violent, 
crime. Sierra Madre is not with¬ 
out one tale of banditry and bur- j 
icd treasure, whirb has ass’imed 
the proportions of a legend. 

Principals in this story were' 
members of the "Dale Jone.s 
Gang”, as the bandits came to be 
known. Living in the foreman’s 
house of the old Churchill Ranch 
on Canyon Crest, for a while be¬ 
fore and during World War I, 
the people were noted for their 
reticence but were respected by 
their neighbors.'Then they moved 
to a house on the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Mariposa and Michillinda 
which was later known as the 
"Pepper Inn’’. 

At that time, the house wais 
isolated from any other dwellings 
with the nearest house being the 
Andrews home on West Sierra 
Madre. It was ideally located for 
bandit headquarters, with a quick 
get-away possible along Michil¬ 
linda. 

Here it was that some of the 
group were living when a man 
and woman, who were members 
of the gang, were killed in a gfun 
battle with police officers in a 
filling station at the comer of 
Foothill and Double Drive. One 
policeman was killed and another 
wounded in the exchange of 
shots. It was then learned that 
members of this gang had per¬ 
petrated a long series of hold-ups 
of stores and filling stations 
throughout Southern California, 
and were linked to crimes in the 
middle-west. 

Immediately after the shoot¬ 
ing in Arcadia. Arthur Udell, then 
Sierra Madre’s City Marshal, led 
a posse to the house on Mariposa 
to search for other members of 
the gang. 

Cautiously entering the house, 
they found it unoccupied, but with 
everything looking’as though the 
occupants had just arisen from 
the dinner table and gone out. 

Only when the pair were killed, 
did most of their neighbors .sus¬ 
pect that they were gangsters. 
From then on for many years, 
treasure seekers came from many 
places to hunt for the loot which 
it was thought the bandits had 
buried. 

For a time, the house on Can¬ 
yon Crest became known as “Rob¬ 
bers Roost”, and because some 
of the gang had once lived there, 
it became the goal of treasure 
seekers, who came to dig in the 
yard and to annoy later residents 
with requests to search the house. 

As with most buried treasure 
legends, secret maps soon began 
to appear.
